Novelist to Be Case of 
Suicide.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Nov. 20.— 
George Bronson Howard, playwright 
and novelist. was found dead in a 
gas-filled room in his bachelor apart- 
ments today. The police said they 
believed it to be a case of suicide. 

Howard had inhaled gas through a 
tube, it was stated. The body was 
found by an occupant of the same 
building, who detected the odor of 
gas and broke down a deor. Friends 
of the author said he had shown 
signs of despondency and was suf 
fering from the effects of wounds rc- 
ceived while in the army service du7- 
ing the World War. 


Howard Served With Intelligence 
Service in A. E. F. 

Howard was 38 years old. He was. 
born in Maryland, was educated in 
Baltimore and London, and, in 1898, 
entered the Government service at 
Manila. He was subsequently in the 
Imperial Chinese service at Canton, 
and when the Japanese-Russian War 
broke out became war correspond- 
ent for publications in England and 
the United States. 

He entered the moving picture field 
in 1910 as director. In the World 
War he served with the American 
Expeditionary Forces in the intelli- 
gence service. 

Howard had written several! novels 
and plays, and collaborated in the 
writing and production of others.
